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Shock • Proof Schools 


to Be Subject at 


Two Meetings 


Because of the fact that the 


Covina school districts are at 
present concerned with the 
question of the construction of 
earthquake-proof buildings, the 
Covina evening high school lec- 
ture course has added two pro- 
grams that will deal with this 
subject from the practical and 
informational viewpoint, it was 
announced yesterday by Vice-Prin- 
cipal Ross of the Covina high school. 


The first meeting will be held on 


Wednesday, February 21. The sub- 
ject will be "Earthquakes, Their 
Cause and Nature." The speaker is 
Dr. John P. Buwalda. 


Dr. Buwalda is chairman of the 


division of geology and paleontology 
of the California Institute of Tech- 
nology at Pasadena. This research 
is under the endowment of Caltech 
and of the Carnegie institute at 
Washington, D. C. 


The lecture will be illustrated with 


lantern slides. It will deal with the 
true character of earthquakes, the 
nature of the motion and the fault 
structure of southern California as 
it relates to earthquakes. Evidence 
will be presented bearing on the 
question of what earthquake activi- 
ties may be expected in the future, 
and a simple statement of what we, 
as a people, can do about it. It will 
be, non-technical and designed to 
give the lay public a better under- 
standing of this subject which now 
interests so many people, according 
to Mr. Ross. 


The second meeting will be held 


Wednesday, February^ 28, subject, 
"Structural Relations of Modern 
Buildings 
to Earthquakes." 
The 


speaker is Dr. R. R, Martel, profes- 
sor of structural engineering at Cal- 
tech. 


Professor Martel has been consult- 


ing engineer on many bridge pro- 
jects. He was a representative of 
the southern California council on 
earthquake protection at the third 
Pan-Pacific science congress in Tok- 
yo in 1926, and at the world engi- 
neering congress at Tokyo in 1929. 


More than any other engineer in 


southern California he has in recent 
years carried on extensive investiga- 
tions on the design of structures to 
resist shocks. His lecture is very 
interesting for a non-technical audi- 
ence and is illustrated by lantern 
slides and apparatus indicating the 
response of buildings to different 
types of vibration. He is also well 
acquainted with the economic as- 
pects of the engineering questions 
relating 
to 
earthquake 
resistant, 


building. 


These lectures carry no admission 


charge. They are open to all inter- 
ested persons, Principal Ross said.

Carl Dittberner to Be 


Honored Today at 


Last Rites 


A coroner's jury on Thursday 


morning brought in a verdict of ac- 
cidental death at the inquest into 
the accident Saturday night, Janu- 
ary 13, which resulted in the death 
of Carl L. Dittberner at Pomona 
hospital last Sunday, the jury exon- 
erating the crew of the Union Pa- 
cific freight train into which young 
Dittberner crashed. 


According to the evidence the 


train was moving at only about five 
miles an hour and was just pulling 
out from a siding when the accident 
happened. Deputy-Sheriff D. Frank 
Moulton of Pomona, who made the 
examination after the crash, testified 
that Dittberner, who was driving a 
truck, evidently did not see the train 
until it was too late to stop. Augus- 
tus Anderson of Covina, who was 
also in the truck, testified that he 
was asleep and could tell nothing of 
what happened prior to the acci- 
dent. 


Carl L. Dittberner was the son of 


Mr. and Mrs. G. Dittberner of Irwin- 
dale avenue. He was twenty-two 
years of age and was employed by 
W. L. Ferguson as a truck driver. 
He was well known throughout the 
Covina valley and was very popular 
among the young people who knew 
him. 
He was an older brother of 


Art Dittberner, captain and star 
player on the local high school foot- 
ball team two years ago, and now 
one of Coach Howard Jones' most1 
promising players. 


Funeral services will be held this 


afternoon from the Christiansen & 
Moore funeral parlors, the service 
being in charge of the pastor and 
members of the Lutheran church of 
Pomona.

Council Report 


Work accomplished on the 


sewer system in Covina during 
the first four weeks of construc- 
tion was shown in the report 
made to the city council Mon- 
day night by Alva Smith, spec- 
ial engineer in charge of the 
project. Expenditures for the 
amount of sewer laid were 
shown f.o be considerably below 
the estimated cost, the material cost- 
ing $170S.03, against the estimate of 
$1861.02, and the labor cost being 
$4240.50, against the estimate of 
$3946.21, which included several 
hundred dollars of extra expense due 
to the heavy rains the first of the 
year. 


Overhead charges, however, Engi- 


neer Smith stated, far exceeded the 
estimated cost, which he explained 
was due to the fact that only 75 men 
were working on the project instead 
of the 225 men originally planned 
for. 
Overhead includes engineering 


costs, superintendent and foremen 
and all other costs not covered by 
actual digging and laying of sewer 
pipes. These overhead charges, the 
engineer said, would have been the 
same if the full quota of men had 
been employed, and he recommend- 
ed that unless additional men could 
be secured from, the CWA that some 
means be considered to reduce the 
overhead. 


Mayor. Maxfield reported that more 


men would be assigned to Covina 
within a short time and it was de- 
cided to hold the matter in abey- 
ance for another week before taking 
action. It was pointed out that there 
are 346 unemployed men registered 
in Covina, with 75 working on the 
sewer project and 50 working in San 
Gabriel canyon. Efforts are now be- 
ing made to secure an additional 
allotment of men from Covina for 
work on the sewer. 


Seeking representation from the 


city of Covina in his organization, a 
representative of the Southern Cali- 
fornia League of Municipalities ap- 
peared before the council and told 
of the need of cooperation on the 
part of the cities in the southern 
part of the state in order to secure 
a more equitable division of state 
expenditures, especially in the gaso- 
line tax, thirteen counties being in- 
cluded in the plans of the new or- 
ganization. Action toward affiliating 
with the league was deferred for 
consideration at a later meeting by 
the Covina council.

A saddened community and 


a grief-stricken family awaited 
the arrival last night of the 
body of Harold L. Wells of the 
United States aviation corps, 
fatally hurt in a crash at Ran- 
dolph field at 12:15 Tuesday- 
noon, dying at 12:45 at Sam 
Houston hospital. Details of 
the tragedy are still unknown, 
waiting the report of the aviation 
officials. 


News of the accident came as a 


stunning blow to the parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis E. Wells of 415 
Adams Park drive, Covina, as they 
were listening to a radio broadcast. 
They were interested in a singing 
audition in progress when Hugh 
(Buzzy) Gardner, a Baldwin Park 
youth, was on the air, and the news 
broadcast, immediately following, 
announced the tragic fall of their son 
on the T -xas field. 


The body was to arrive last night 


(Thursday) at 6:4-5 on the Southern 
Pacific at Pomona, accompanied by 
Joe Snyder, a classmate of Wells in 
aviation and also at Chaffey junior 
college, who enlisted in the corps at 
the same time. The funeral will be 
held at the Covina Methodist church 
at two o'clock next Monday, with 
the services conducted by Rev. Lu- 
ther Rice of the Baldwin Park Com- 
munity church. Military services will 
be under direction of the comroan- 
dant of March field, and all military 
and patriotic organizations are in- 
vited to participate. 


Harold Wells enlisted in the fall 


of 1932 at March field, and in June 
of last year was transferred to Ran- 
dolph field, San Antonio, Texas. He 
was slated to go to Kelley field, 
Texas, where lie was to have grad- 
uated in June. He was at home with 
his parents for the Christmas holi- 
days, at which time he was filled 
with enthusiasm for the service, and 
looked upon military aviation as his 
definite career. 


Harold Welis was born in Collins- 


ville, Illinois, March 18, 1912, which 
would have made his age twenty- 
two years next March. He came 
with his parents to Los Angeles in 
1925, 
and to Baldwin Park a year 


later. His father established a busi- 
ness with the Drive-In market in 
Covina a few years ago, and last 
year moved to Covina. 


Harold graduated from the Bald- 


win Park school, and from Covina 
high school in 1930, and from Chaffey 
junior college in 1932. Besides his 
parents, he leaves a brother and sis- 
ter, Lewis, who graduated from Co- 
vina high school last year after a 
noted participation in football and 
other sports, and Viola, who grad- 
uates this year in June. He was a 
member of the Royal Neighbors in 
Baldwin Park, a member of the Co- 
vina Junior Lions, and was in re- 
serve with the 185th regiment, Na- 
tional Guard at Monrovia. 


H:.rold was the first Eagle Scout

The thirty-third annual meeting of the San Dimas Lemon 


association was held last Saturday, February 3, in .the Metho- 
dist church of San Dioias. The meeting in the forenoon was 
devoted to the manager's icport, wliich was given in part as 
follows:

The heavy pinks came off this sea- 


son, some six to eight weeks later 
than the two previous years, the 
largest storage being reached June 
1, at which time there were 195 cars 
in storage, but due to heavy ship- 
ments going forward at that date 
they did not reach maximum stor- 
age capacity. Pools 5, 6, and 7 were 
the largest picks, and these three- 
pools totaled 60 per cent of the year's 
pick. They picked 393,214 picking 
boxes, or 624 cars. This is 42 cars 
or 7V4 per cent more than last year, 
yet they shipped 152 cars, or 26 per 
cent more than last year. This was 
due to the market condition, and it 
was possible to carry fruit over in 
much better shape on account of the 
cooling and ventilating system. The 
cullage was about half of what, it 
was the previous year. It took 1.97 
picking boxes per packed box. 


Manager T. Roe Kobbs reported 


that they were having considerable 
t.ror'1-o with red scale, and stated 
that some of the fruit coming in at 
the pre.-ent time was quite heavily 
infested, which was causing consid- 
erable cullage in individual lots.

A settling in the recently- 


placed fill in the upper seventy- 
five feet of San Gabriel canyon 
dam number two in the west 
fork of the San Gabriel river, 
was investigated by G. A. El- 
liott, consulting engineer, at the 
instigation of Chief Flood Con- 
trol Engineer £. C. Eaton, and 
a report made, which is on file 
with the board of supervisors. 


The report had been received and 


discussed a number of days prior to 
over-emphasized reports in some Los 
Angeles newspapers, and also was 
under consideration before potential 
candidates for the position of super- 
visor in the first district began to 
make use of the occurrence as pos- 
sible poiitical material. Essential 
parts of Engineer Elliott's report to 
Mr. Eaton are as follows: 


"Accompanied by L. C.'Hill, con- 


sulting engineer, and yourself, I 
spent January 19 and 20 in an in- 
spection of San Gabriel dam No. 2, 
directing particular attention to the 
effect of settlement which had taken 
place, especially in the recently- 
placed fill in the upper 75 feet of the 
structure. 


"In round figures the crest has 


settled vertically about six feet, and 
moved in a downstream direction. 
The upstream face has settled a 
varying amount, depending upon the 
elevation of the point under consid- 
eration, but in general, this settle- 
ment measured normal to the face 
runs from a foot or two at elevation 
2330 feet to as much as five or six 
feet near the crest, and is more ap- 
parent at the south half of the dam 
in which the rockfill has been in 
place a comparatively short time. 


There is nothing in the occur- 


rence that affects the stability of 
the structure, and the following 
recommendations, discussed ver- 
bally with Mr. Hill and yourself, 
are desirable as much for the sake 
of appearance as for ease of com- 
pletion 
of construction. 
It 
ia 


recommended that: 
1. The crest be brought to the de- 


signed elevation and width, using 
packed rock. At both ends of the 
dam it would improve the appear- 
ance if the crest were made wider 
by placing rock on the downstream 
side. This requires about 2500 cubic 
yards of rock. 


2. Place loose rock on the upper 


part of the downstream face, where 
it has not already been brought to 
the designed line. This requires 
about 8000 cubic yards of loose rock. 


3. On the upstream face, bring 


the surface to lines which will har- 
monize with the remaining part of 
the slope, using concrete or gunite. 
Two slabs are sufficient, making the 
lower one thick enough to absorb 
irregularities in the rock face, and 
presenting 
a plain surface upon 


which to place the second slab. This 
will require a total of about 6000 
cubic yards of concrete, some of 
which, however, is included in the 
unfinished facing yet to be placed 
by the contractor. 


The question of repairs to the con- 


crete face below elevation 2350 feet 
is not considered herein, but will be 
taken up at subsequent meetings. 


Louis C. Hill, mentioned in this 


report as making the investigation 
with Mr. Eaton and Mr. Elliott, is 
the consulting engineer for Boulder 
dam.

boxes, 46,299; field boxes sold locally, 
26,371; field bo;~es of unmarketable 
fruit, 2921. 


Valencies marketed reached a total 


in field boxes of 105,618; total packed 
boxes, 60,640; field boxes sold locally, 
5211; field boxes to by-products pool, 
7170; field boxes of unmarketable 
fruit, 1962. 


The total of field boxes picked, 


navels and valencias, was 208,805; 
total packed boxes, 106,939. 


The $31,510.08 returned from vari- 


ous sources included the revolving 
fund of 1925-26 from the Fruit 
Growers Sxipply company, the bal- 
ance from the Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts company, and other refunds. 


The total packing expense was 


$43,998.75, or at the rate of $.51914 
per packed box. The association 
operating cost for the year was less 
than the year previous in spite of 
the fact that the total pack was less. 


In the report of Secretary R. H. 


Middleton, the following statement 
was made: 


QUALITY INFERIOR 


"The quality of both navels and 


valencias this season was inferior to 
past seasons. This condition, to- 
gether with the lowest buying power 
of the depression, resulted in very 
disappointing returns to growers. 


The navels were heavily infested 
with citrus thrip, which caused much 
of the fruit to grade lower than it 
would have otherwise. 


"The navels were also late in ma- 


turing this season, and we did not 
ship the first car of fruit until Janu- 
ary 5, 1933. We were also held to 
a strict prorate, so that we were un- 
able to ship as much fruit during 
January as we wished. With the 
exception of the very late navel 
market, prices received in January 
were the best of the season. Due 
to the large amount of first grade 
fruit in the markets hi proportion to 
the buying power and at such low 
prices there was little demand for 
second grade fruit. 


"The Valencia stabilization agree- 


ment went into effect on May 29, 
1933, and continued to the end of the 
season. Returns on the valencias 
were considerably better than on the 
navels. Valencias were also late in 
maturing, and granulation or cry~ 
stallization was greater than at any 
time in the past Excessive amounts 
of this granulation in the late ship- 
ments of all shippers resulted in a 
very disastrous late market. 


"Rather than risk receiving red 


ink we gave 'to charity one car o) 
valencias, one car of small-sized 
Sunkist, and sold four cars of val- 


encias to charity for ten cents per 
box. 


"We unpacked two cars of valen- 


cias and sold the fruit loose in the 
Los Angeles auction at good prices. 
Had not a great many districts ex- 
ceeded their estimates (which re- 
sulted in a lower prorate) we would 
have been able to have finished 
packing much earlier and so have 
avoided much of the slump of the 
ate Valencia market. 


"While this season has been a most 


rying one we have received ICO per 
ent cooperation from our grower 
lippers and we wish to thank them 
or their support."

growth of any other period of their 
life, unless it is tor the first two 
years. The growth is pronounced in 
heighth and weight. Girls practically 
get their growth at 16, while boys 
mature at 18. Youths at this age 
grow so fast that they actually ex- 
perience growing pains. 


It is the awkward age and they, 


especially boys, experience embar- 
rassment as to knowing what to do 
with themselves. Their hands and 
feet seem to be very hard to handle. 


All the parts of the body grow, 


but the legs and arms seem to out- 
do other parts. The heart increases 
and adjusts itself to the arteries, and 
this increases blood pressure. The 
temperature rises, lungs and chest 
expand, beard appears, voice chang- 
es, all of which influences tremen- 
dously the life of the youth at this 
age.

This is the period that they ex- 


perience the enlargement of the im- 
pulses of action in every direction, 
also with alternation with periods of 
depressions, inactivity, and apparent 
laziness. Girls experience the per- 
iodic life development and necessity 
of regular time of sleep. 


The mental changes of youth are 


as great as the physical. These new 
experiences 
develop him into a 


richer and saner life. 


He is at this adolescent period 


more interested in things than theo- 
ry, but with a growing interest in 
theory. He is able to hold his strong 
memory except in the formal make- 
up of language. It is here that imag- 
ination fairly runs away with him 
and he soars into flights and sees 
visions and dreams dreams. He is 
interested in many things and can 
not stick to one thing very long, 
jumping from one to another. He 
lacks in persistence, but this is 
growing. 


BEGINS TO REASON 


Earlier he was satisfied with mere 


facts, but now he wants to know the 
reason why. It is the time for ex- 
perimentation and investigation. 


At this age he has great confidence 


in his own judgment, often discred- 
iting that of older people. He has 
unbounded faith in reasonal truth— 
it becomes a passion with him. 


He has the capacity of absorbing 


information and adding it to the 
content of his intellectual life great- 
er than the subjects studied. He 
thinks of his own interest as more 
important than any other thing in 
the world. His own physical com- 
fort, sports, games, dress, ideals and 
social relation occupy the center of 
the stage. 


Stanley G. Hall says that adoles- 


cense is the birth tune of the feel- 
ings. The great physical develop- 
ment finds one outlet in intensified 
feeling. Sometimes this feeling is 
expressed in loud demonstrations; 
but at other times is very meek like 
a smouldering fire. The boy is pro- 
nounced in his likes and dislikes. He 
speaks in superlative because he 
feels that way. Moderation has no 
place with him, though he does not 
always feel that way. He is full of 
moods, on the housetop at one time, 
in the cellar at another. He may be 
elated for weeks, to have this fol- 
lowed by depression and inactivity. 


He becomes enthusiastic even over 


small matters and for the time this 
is all-apparent. He is very suscep- 
tible to religion, and this is the age 
for religion to take hold or it never 
does. 


GIRL INTEREST 


The adolescent is by nature a so- 


cial being. Formerly, he didn't want 
anything to do with girls, but now 
he is willing to accept them into 
his life. He was a member of a 
limited group such as the gang or 
bunch, but now he is willing to 
include all society. In dealing with 
boys and girls of this age the group 
idea must be carefully considered. 


Boys and girls differ in their atti- 


tudes in regard to morals. Some are 
very conscientious, others scoff at 
moral ideals, but on the whole youths 
at this age have a very strong feel- 
ing in matters of right and wrong. 
Most boys and girls are easily in- 
fluenced by companions and are of- 
ten led astray. 


Girls are usually more conscien- 


tious about small things than boys, 
but the one thing they agree upon 
and hold sacred is that of the prin- 
ciple of the "square deal." 
Other 


things may be forgotten, but this 
never, at least for years. Most high 
school pupils are essentially moral; 
they are loyal to moral ideals. 


Children of the elementary school 


age accept facts without question—in 
other words, they accept what is 
told them. The high school boy or 
girl is not satisfied with facts—they 
want to know the reason. It takes 


more talking and explaining the rea- 
son why. If a good reason is shown 
it will be accepted. 


The physical development of the 


elementary child has not expressed 
itself to make him want to be so 
active and self-assertive, while the 
high school student has developed 
as that he begins to feel like a man 
and want his freedom. The elemen- 
tary child will accept force, while 
the high school pupil rebels at force. 
He resents it and hates those trying 
to force him. He can be led by per- 
sonality, but not by force. Some- 
times stern means have to be em- 
ployed in high school discipline, but 
not generally. 


Obedience may be obtained by 


habit and regulation in the elemen- 
tary school, but the high school can 
obtain it best by development from 
respect of teachers, a developed 
school citizenship, spirit of coopera- 
tion, and an enriched self-govern- 
ment. 


MENTALITIES DIFFER 


The argument against co-educa- 


tion for boys is that they need to be 
driven harder than girls on account 
of their superior physical strength. 
Boys differ so in temperatment and 
mental inclination. Probably the 
strongest argument is that the sex 
impulse is strongly stimulated, and 
this causes unfortunate results phy- 
sically, morally, and socially, and 
that boys cultivate manliness best 
when separate. 


On the other hand, these argu- 


ments are denied, and argued that 
these same things that seem to be 
faults, have good results. Boys have 
a natural respect for the opposite 
sex, and this relation develops a 
proper relation as they live in our 
social life. I find that boys are not 
as rough and crude when in classes 
with girls as when they are sepa- 
rate. 


EQUAL ABILITIES 


It is argued that girls are not able 


physically to keep pace with boys 
in the school. Also that the sex 
problem hinders them, in their work. 
I have not found it so. As far as 
carrying the work, they make about 
the same grades and advancement in 
school. At least the difference that 
it would make would not justify the 
segregation against the extra cost in 
the average-sized high school. 


I feel that these problems are not 


serious in the well-socialized and 
disciplined high school. Proper rela- 
tion toward one another may be 
learned.

AT SANTA ANA TOMORROW 


Avocado Sales 


Show Increase 


Avocado sales volume for the firs 


quarter of the 1934 season increasec 
over 32 per cent over the same per- 
iod of the previous season, while re- 
turns to cooperative growers over 
the same period also average higher 
than they did for the same period a 
year ago, announces the Calavo 
Growers' Exchange. Profits on hand- 
ling side-line items almost doubled 
those of last season's first quarter. 
These improvements the due largely 
to reduced operating costs, it is 
stated. 


This new season's second pool, al- 


though having over twice the ton- 
nage of the previous pool, returned 
cooperative growers only 4 cents per 
packed flat less than the first pool's 
average. The Calavo Growers' now 
markets avocados for approximately 
2100 southern California growers, it 
is revealed.

It has been 
apparent for years that recovery could not 
take place as long as this impossible hurdle 
remained. 


The world has never yet laid the founda- 


tions for a good peace following a war. One 
way to do it would be to forget all financial 
obligations as soon as peace articles are sign- 
ed, instead of dragging the world thru a 
chaotic period with conquered and victorious 
nations alike shackled to impossible debts. 


A debt assumed for the purpose of creating 


more wealth in tangible assets is one thing, 
and a debt that is represented by powder shot 
away, and by millions of wage-earners dead 
on the battlefield, is another. 


Cancellation is now definitely in sight, and 


more's the pity it was not included in the 
treaty at Versailles. 


It's a strange thing we cannot see that buy- 


ing a war bond, the proceeds of which are to 
be lent to foreign countries or corporations 
with which to prosecute a war, is just as de- 
finitely a participation in that war as if we 
had shouldered a rifle and gone to the front. 


The French have much in their favor when 


they maintain that any money we expended 
in any way after we entered the war was our 
portion of the war, and for that reason not 
collectible from any other country. Where 
they made the error was in attempting to 
make Germany pay the war debts of the 
French, an economic fallacy based on hatred 
alone. That tragic blunder has kept the world 
in turmoil since 1918, and if not abandoned 
completely will be the result of another cata- 
clysm on the continent. 


Senator McKinley Retires— 


State Senator J. W. McKinley, Los Angeles

His decision not to stand for re-election does 
not, in our estimation, remove him definitely 
from the political arena in this state. He is 
good material for higher positions than he has 
yet occupied, both in state and national mat- 
ters. 


Senator McKinley has the confidence of the 


people and of business interests. He is honest, 
a man in middle ag;, with physical and mental 
powers unimpaired. It is our belief that, in- 
stead of a political retirement, whether or not 
he recognizes it now, McKinley is to continue 
to be one of the political leaders, either in 
state or national politics, and it is not too 
much to assume that he may be found one of 
these days in the national, instead of the state 
senate. 


Senator Carter Glass of Virginia has been 


a newspaper publisher, and lias made money at it. 
There shouldn't be any argument, therefore, that 
he is a financial genius. 


A Cushion for Hiram Johnson— 


Senator Hiram Johnson's bill to prevent 


future private credit to foreign nations in de- 
fault to this country for war debts, seems to 
have the approval of the administration, and 
lias passed the senate without a roll call. 


With some minor amendments it is pre- 


dicted that it will meet with favor in the lower 
house. It is on its way to be a law of our 
land, and by the time this is read may have 
been signed by the president. 


The bill iixes a penalty of 310,000 and five 


years imprisonment for any person or private 
corporation who buys or sells any new issues 
of securities of defaulting countries, or lends 
money to them or to their political subdivi- 
sions. An amendment may be accepted to 
exclude the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion from inclusion in the category cf lenders, 
on the grounds that RFC Joans are in every 
case secured, and tangible assets in any coun- 
try may be seized in payment for a defaulted 
debt. Seizing property in payment of a de- 
faulted debt in a foreign country, however, 
would be one of Ihe most dangerous proced- 
ures that could be attempted, and would be 
an excellent alibi for a declaration of war. 


But the significance of Senator Johnson's 


bill is not found in the bill itself. The bill is 
a definite forerunner of the cancellation of 
war debts. Senator Johnson has been irrecon- 
cilable in his attitude toward cancellation. He 
has clamored continuously for payment, and 
his attitude has hit on a popular chord with 
emotional and unthinking patriots. He has 
known, of course, that most of the war debts 
are uncollectible. His bill, if it becames law, 
will make it possible for him to say that never 
again will we get ourselves in:,o such a fix, 
and. with this attitude, we can afford to write 
oil the debts as "dead horse." 


With his usual political astuteness, the sen- 


ior senator from California has provided a 
soft mat upon which to fall when the time for 
definite cancellation comes, which may come 
in this session of congress. It is a belated 
tightening of Uncle Sam's parse-strings, and 
is designed to protect all of us from the un- 
inorality of great bond houses. 


Criticism of Johnson, however, should be 


directed to the fact that he has been, up to

Shall it be inflation by government bond 


issue or by the issuance of printing press dol- 
lars, or by both? Shall it be inflation by ad- 
ditional treasury certificates or by deposit cur- 
rency, which is banker's credit—that well 
known check you sign when you have suc- 
ceeded in negotiating a loan? 


One of the strangest quirks of government 


credit is that a country, containing all of the 
assets of 120,000,000 people, will ask bankers 
to underwrite a government loan. There are 
two outstanding differences between a gov- 
ernment bond and a piece of greenback 
money. The bond is printed on yellow paper, 
and the government pays interest on its face 
value. The greenback is green, and has ex- 
actly the same assets behind it as that of the 
bond, but pays no interest. 


Those who are against greenback inflation 


say that it may easily get out of hand. The 
government might start the printing presses 
and flood the country with fiat currency, de- 
preciating its value to the disappearing point. 
But what about bonds? Couldn't the govern- 
ment issue bonds to the point where govern- 
ment credit would be destroyed? The bank- 
ers will always buy a security that is backed 
by all the assets of all the people. And if the 
bankers quit buying the people will buy them. 
If the government is reasonable in its bond 
issues, would it not be reasonable in its fiat 
currency? 


No government has ever destroyed its 


credit by issuing too much fiat money. Every 
instance of the crash of government credit 
and stability has been preceded by a war or 
revolution, and worthless money has been a 
result of no existing government. A govern- 
ment still in power and a going concern has 
never flooded itself into bankruptcy. It is the 
absence of government before, and not during, 
inflation that brings bankruptcy. 


The facts are that the people have been 


fi.'Ied to the neck with propaganda relentlessly 
and continuously poured out by dealers in 
money who are naturally against any issuance 
of money or credit that does not pay an in- 
terest rate to money dealers. Several kinds of 
inflation are in progress at the present time, 
and it is reasonable to predict that a substan- 
tial amount of fiat money will be issued short- 
ly, a non-interest-bearing medium of exchange 
to take up the gap made by the loss of bank- 
er's credit—the deposit currency check, which 
has retired from the field to a very large ex- 
tent during this period of banking timidity. 


Fiat money, non-interest-bearing, with 


which to directly finance payrolls; with which 
to build school buildings, sewers, roads, flood 
levees, harbors, bridges, will pay for itself 
thru the activity created and the structures 
erected, and when the mission of this fiat 
money has been fulfilled, it will be retired by 
burning it at the treasury in Washington— 
not a new theory, but one which has been 
practiced in the past with complete success. 


Who pays for it? The commodities created 


pay for it. Instead of expending one dollar 
for real value and another dollar for interest, 
the government spends one dollar of green- 
back money for the work, and that's the end 
of the transaction. 


The reason why we never have had auto- 


matic inflation in times when banker's credit 
fails thru timidity is because the business of 
dealing in money is one of the most, if not 
the most profitable pursuits in this country 
and the world. 


Years ago the senator from Maine remarked 


that there were five reasons why the parcels 
post system had not, up to that time, been 
adopted. And he named the five great express 
companies. The reason why the government 
does not automatically correct scarcities in 
the medium of exchange is because of the 
powerful influence of the dealers in money.

Farmers of California will be in- 


terested to know that as a direct 
result of the agricultural adjust- 
ment act, many of them have re- 
ceived an increased price for their 
products during the past year. 


Wheat farmers are receiving about 


$1,600,000 as benefit payments, Los 
Angeles county's proportion being 
about $20,000. Cotton farmers in the 
state received an additional $365,- 
000. 


When the agricultural adjustment 


act was being formulated in Wash- 
ington it was arranged to include 
such basic crops as wheat, cotton, 
hogs, corn, dairy cattle, and tobacco. 
Due to the insistence of R. W. Black- 
burn, president of th 
California 


Farm Bureau Federatior, who had 
been called to Washington by the 
administration, a section to cover 
specialty crops was included under 
the act. This stand by California's 
farm organization leader, according 
to L. D. Sanborn, representing the 
University of California in Los An- 
geles county, has resulted hi an ad- 
ditional five and one-half million 
dollars for California agriculture. 


Agreements have been in effect 
under the specialty crops section of 
the A.AA. during the past year for 
cling peaches, olives, tokay grapes, 
and walnuts. These farmers have 
increased their earnings as follows: 
cling peaches, $3,000,000; walnuts, 
$2,000,000; olives, $250,000; tokay 
grapes, $200,000.

HE pressure of the Japanese and 
Chinese on Australia, Oceania 


and the west coast cf the American 
continent, "threatens, in general, the 
Anglo-Saxon world," in the opinion 
of Dr. Hans Kohn, lecturer, author 
and professor-elect of history at 
Smith college, whose new book, 
"Orient and Occident," has just been 
published by the Jolui Day com- 
pany. Compared to this outward 
pressure, he writes, the Japanese 
influx into Manchuria is in the long 
run unimportant. 


The Europeanization of the orient, 


which represents a spiritual victory 
of the dynamic civilization of the 
west over the static civilization of 
tht? east, will turn politically and 
economically against the western ex- 
clusive mastership of its type of 
civilization, Dr. Kohn says. 


During the nineteenth and the be- 


ginning of the twentieth century, 
the Occident permeated the entire 
east with its technique of industry, 
transportation, communication, edu- 
cation, politics and culture. The re- 
sult is that the orient has accepted 
this Euvopeanization in full, which 
means that it will demand as well 
its own mastery. 


Bolshevism, Dr. Kohn finds, "ii 


trying to enthrone the western civi'.i 
zation," and thus far "it is in har- 
mony with the progressive elements 
of the east and with the spirit of 
the age." The gre?t world signifi- 
cance of Bolshevism, he asserts, lies 
in the attempt of an all-embracing 
westernization of Asiatic or semi- 
Asiatic masses, who are summoned 
from tne apathy of the- times when 


men gave no thought to ordering 
society and dominating nature ac- 
cording to their wants. "They are 
guided by a faith born of western 
philosophy and western rationalism 
and bearing the stamp of the trium- 
phal march of the machine-age." 


Wliile he is well aware of the 


pressure points on the map that may 
lead to disturbances. Dr. Kohn is 
not altogether pessimistic in his 
long-term view. He portrays the 
unity of the world by modern in- 
dustrial and commuracation tech- 
niques as a decided benefit which is 
working toward common goals and 
common purposes 
of ail world 


groups.

ANSWERS ARGUS EDITORIAL 


The following communication, minus some deletions, is pub- 


lished here as an answer to an editorial in the Argus last week 
in connection with school building construction, titled: "Are 
We to Bts Stung Twice on School Construction by the Same 
Architects." The answer is by Anson Boyd, architect, who lives 
in the Covina school district. He says: 
To the Editor of the Argus: 


The editorial in your last issue 


which has to do with being stung 
twice in the same place, exact loca- 
tion undefined, brings to my mind 
that I am not only the parent of 
children in the Covina public schools, 
but also an architect knowing some- 
thing about schools. It seems that 
your editorial is deserving of reply 
from both points of view. 


What I have chanced to pick up 


in the way of knowledge of school 
construction and how they come to 
be built the way they are, came 
about in 1925-1926, when I was the 
architect of the Los Angeles district 
board of education; what I may 
know about being a parent requires 
a careful selection of not too lucid 
phrases. 


Before we take up the matter of 


whether or not you, meaning, of 
course, the taxpayers, were st'ing 
by any architect or engineer, may I 
inquire whether or not you have 
shown any consistent support to- 
wards building your schools "fire- 
proof." Just where do you imagine 
your architect gets his support to 
get sufficient money to build a fire- 
proof school, letting the matter of 
"shakes" rest for the moment. Have 
you given editorial aid to safe struc- 
tures for children consistently in the 
past? 


BOARD'S ATTITUDE 


I do not know your school archi- 


tect; nor do I know the circum- 
stances surrounding the building of 
your schools. I am, by choice, just 
a new neighbor in these parts. Your 
now disturbed taxpayers, unless I 
find this district to be much differ- 
ent than any other, very probably 
got everything they paid for, with 
a good bit of free service thrown in 
to boot from the architect. Did your 
board request a fireproof building? 
or a quakeproof building? Did they 
consider a fireproof or a quakeproof 
building? Did the architect suggest 
either? Did the board make any 
effort to do it if the architect sug- 
gested good framing? 


Did you note at any tune any dis- 


position on the part either of your 
board, your editorial policy or your 
citizens to build your schools of any 
better structure than the MINIMUM 
requirements of the law? 


Have you any accurate knowledge 


of the minimum requirements of 
school building law, and how far it 
is from safety for children? If not, 
how do you know you have been 
stung, or did someone tell you? 


My dear editor, I don't know how 


earnestly 
your 
(Covina schools) 


architect worked to get safe con- 
struction which costs money. I do 
know personally, that almost with- 
out exception, the reputable archi- 
tects and engineers of Los Angeles 
requested—begged—and pleaded to 
be allowed to build of reenforced 
concrete, fireproof, shockproof. Did 
they get the money? They did not. 
How much would it have cost then? 


Answer, esteemed sir, it would 


have cost just about 15 per cent. That 
is to say: appropriations for elemen- 
tary schools in my time were about 
2Wz to 21 cents per cubic foot of 
volume of building. To build the 
same job of reenforced concrete 
would have, and did on one experi- 
mental job, cost approximately 24 
cents per cubic foot. 


Before you state that you were 


stung, had you not better verify 
whether or not this simple bit of 
arithmetic was rejected by your 
board as being "too expensive." Just 
wliat is too expensive anyway? Are 
you aware that most self-respecting 
eastern communities spend from 50 
to 100 per cent more to a school 
unit than we do in sunny California, 
and it isn't the climate nor the heat- 
ing system, either? 


CONCRETE EXCLUDED 


Also, has it ever occurred to you 


that there is anything odd in the 
f'ict school appropriations are so 
often just not enough to build of 
concrete. Or do you think the archi- 
tect is a magician? Do you think 
you have bought a gold-brick? What 
pise do you know about bricks? How 
do bricks get themselves sold? 


As you no doubt have surmised 


by this time, I am about to inquire 
just how your money was invested, 
and then too—just how far you have 
gone in supporting the architects and 
engineers in their long and rather 
hopeless attempts to get laws to 
make safe schools mandatory? 


To my recollection, there were 


memorials (appropriate term) sub- 
mitted by the American Institute of 
Architects and also by the American 
Society of Civil Engineers requesting 
that schools be built of reenforced 
concrete and steel. Did you support 
this, or may I inquire, did you know 
anything about it, or the type of 
structure you bought?

Where 
was their newspaper suport? 


QUAKE-PROOF LAWS 


Speaking of school laws, have you 


ever consistently supported any law 
or ordinance, city or county, which 
acknowledged the existence of earth- 
quakes, or fires, either, for that mat- 
ter? Have you an editorial policy 
on this matter and has it any steam 
behind it? 


Yes, dear editor, when you have 


done only your editorial share, not 
to remotely approach any one of sev- 
eral architects and/or engineers, 
whom I could mention, to make 
school buildings safe for someone 


other than the brick lobby, you will 
be too busy to be worrying about 
"technical bunk." By the way, if 
you would like to have this "bunk" 
explained it can be put into words 
of one syllable. 


There seems to be distress some- 


where about "lateral stress," and also 
there is editorial griping about a 
law being passed. I wonder how 
you must have felt when the wooden 
railroad coaches were outlawed? Or 
isn't Long Beach close enough? 


BUYING SCHOOLS 


Just how do you go about buying 


a school? Well, the board meets and 
a nice conscientious architect ap- 
pears and tells them how good he is 
and that they really should spend the 
money for a fire and shock-proof 
building, or maybe he's diplomatic 
and just says concrete. What hap- 
pens—does he get the job? Let's 
both laugh. Another one, wiser in 
what goes over big with too many 
people, tells them: "Heck, there'll 
never be an earthquake in sunny 
southern Cal, and besides I can build 
a school cheaper than anyone be- 
cause my uncle's county road com- 
missioner and my sister's an Eastern 
Star or something, and isn't this a 
pretty picture I've made for you. 
Does he get the job? But this part 
is no laughing matter—he does. 


Now editor, you probably have 


printed some of these pictures, what 
did you say about them? Another 
thing, sir, suppose the first architect 
had a little drive to him and he came 
to you and asked you to support him 
with a little high grade earthquake 
publicity, would he have gotten it? 
Or do you call 'em temblors too, 
on account of there being a realty 
board?

for a qualified, licensed Competent 
man or did you think it was nice 
that a brother Moose or whatnot got 
the job? Do you as taxpayers or 
otherwise go about selecting boobs 
as attorneys? At what stage did this 
lameness set in? Did you investigate 
at all? It looks to me from external 
appearances 
that you got your 


money's worth. If you don't know 
I can tell you, or I can give the 
names of severrl competent men who 
can tell plenty more. 


Yes, editor, good public work has 


a lot to do with good editors. You 
knew about this lateral stress busi- 
ness for years, you say. Have you 
ridden herd very hard on the board 
to get some of it? 


There is a lot of this very neatly 


explained in simple language by 
John R. Freeman. He calls the book 
"Earthquakes and Earthquake In- 
surance."

Being happily employed by a 
company that uses good concrete, 
quakeproof (thought of it long ago, 
too) and we expect our buildings to 
stay put because they are made of 
real materials—I am not looking for 
even a small retainer. I just like to 
see good public work and that isn't 
gotten by talking about the sunny 
climate when the contracts are be- 
ing let, and about the architects after 
you bought something moderate and 
got what you paid for. 


CONCERNING ETHICS 
By the Argus Editor 


Editor's Note—It has been neces- 


sary to delete personalities from this 
article, but portions of it are pub- 
lished here where they relate to a 
defense of architects. It is true, as 
the architect declares, that a soft 
pedal has been placed on all refer- 
ence to earthquakes in California— 
that chambers of commerce and 
realty boards in this state have up 
to now adopted the mistaken policy 
of sticking their heads in the sand, 
denying that earthquakes are a Cali- 
fornia problem. 


Also, that school boards have been 


often actuated by the idea of getting 
the most for the money, sometimes 
to the point of sacrificing extra-safe 
construction as advocated by the 
architect. We are also aware of the 
"common-brick lobby" that has been 
an equation in the building of 
schools, and this newspaper has call- 
ecl attention to it, but we also be- 
lieve that some architects have been 
acquiescent, if not in collusion with 
this lobby. 


ARCHITECT SINCERE 


is undoubtedly 
intimates that 


architects are powerless to create 
quake-proof or fireproof buildings 
when boards of trustees may be only 
actuated by economy in construc- 
tion, or are influenced by lobbies 
maintained by material companies. 
But that does not excuse architects. 


Architects insist that theirs is a 


profession, governed by ethics. Doc-

Architects shoulc 
demand that their knowledge of 
stresses and of fireproof materials be 
included in the construction of pub- 
lic buildings at least. Responsibility 
for subsequent results cannot be 
placed on the board of trustees or 
the public because the board insist- 
ed on building something that was 
not fireproof or quake-proof. Archi- 
tects should insist on plans that in- 
clude all of these safeguards, or else 
walk out of the board meeting with- 
out getting the contract. 


The editor of this newspaper real- 


izes that this is placing business on 
a higher plane than that of the past.

ing heart gelatin and beet salad. 
Recipes for these dishes and others 
on the three menus suggested by 
Miss Martens were given in printed 
form to members of the audience. 


Following the demonstration the 


members partook of a community 
luncheon served buffet fashion in 
the parlors, and recipes of the var- 
ious dishes were exchanged. 


Mrs. E. E. Sanborn prepared a 


delicious coffee cake, the recipe for 
which is as follows: Part one—IVi 
cups flour, '/z tsp. salt, Vi cup sugar, 
2 tsp. baking powder, Vs cup short- 
ening, 2 eggs, \2 cup milk. Cream 
butter and sugar and well-beaten 
eggs. Add dry ingredients and the 
milk. Pour half of mixture into pan 
about 8 inches square. Part two— 
V2 cup brown sugar, Vz cup chopped 
nuts, 1 tsp. flour, 1 tsp. cinnamon, 
1 tbsp. butter. Mix part two to- 
gether and put two-thirds over part 
one. Add remainder of part one and 
sprinkle balance of part two on top. 
Bake 30 minutes at 375 degrees. 


The recipe for Mrs. Weegar's meat 


balls follows: 
','2 lb. ground round 


steak, w, lb. ground pork, add two 
eggs, 3 slices bread soaked in 3,i cup 
milk. Clove of minced garlic, 2 tbsp. 
minced parsley, 
\'-> cup parmesan 


cheese. Make into balls and fry in 
butter until brown. Add can of 
mushroom sauce and simmer 30 
minutes.

Grace McCarn prepared a 


tomato aspic as follows: 1 can to- 
mato sauce, 1 cup water, 1 tbsp. 
gelatin. Pour into molds and when 
set fill hollow of mold with Phila- 
delphia cream cheese to which has
